The arguments concerning the Chun article and the Anatani article are not persuasive. 

Anatani on page 831 second column states Typically, the text background is changing and often has poor contrast with the text." 
and on page 832 section 3 second paragraph Anatani states " It should be capable of binarizing both artificial caption text as well as 
scene text occurring naturally in a video frame.". Thus, Anatani detects text that is not part of the actual scene, artificial caption text, and 
may detect scene text . In Anatani the "detection/localization stage" is before the "segmentation stage" thus even if the temporal 
processing occurs before the segmentation stage the detection/localization stage has already been performed. Thus, Anatani teaches 
extracting the "static overlay" of claim 1 and performing this by performing at least two steps and teaches graphical overlay since 
graphical includes text and for example a graphic of a circle is also text o. 

Chun teaches in section 3.1 and figures 8-11 detecting a potential overlay and in section 3.2 and figure 12 verifying the potential 
overlay is an overlay. Chun teaches static overlay in section 4 first paragraph which discusses captions and section 3.3 discusses 
retaining non-character regions within the extracted character region, thus teaching extracting text with graphics. 
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
